AS SHIPYARD wages on the Pacific Coast ajv* on 

average $1 an hour higher than in eastern yards, 
it is quite clear that even with better production 
methods and greater output per man in the west, the 
dice are loaded against the B.C. shipbuilder. 

The yards of Victoria and Vancouver in the past 
have been kept going mainly on federal government 
orders, aided more recently with the construction of 
a ferr>- fleet for the provincial government. 

For the time being at least it appears that the 
B.C. Ferry Authority has completed, or is completing 
its immediate ferry requirements, and that source of 
new- work for the yards cannot be counted as more 
than minimal. 

That leaves the federal government, which is 
Canada's main shipowner, and is always in the market 
for vessels for one or other of its many departments. 

The defence department with its naval orders, 
and the department of transport, have been the main 
customers of the B.C. yards, providing during the post¬ 
war years, sufficient work to keep them in business. 
Without these orders Yarrows, VMD and Burrard 
Dry Dock, might have been out of business altogether. 

Unfortunately for B.C., the orders have come 
to the west on what might be termed a subsidized 
liasis In other words, the government of the day has 
allocated so much work to the east and so much to 
the west. The bidding for contracts has not been on 
a national level, otherwise, production costs being what 
they are all. or most, orders, would have gone to the 

CdS The present government, which incidentally de¬ 
rives most of its support from Ontario and Quebec, 
does not think that this state of affairs should be 
allowed to continue. First the defence department, 
and now the transport department have indicated that 
further contracts for ships will go to the lowest bid¬ 
der. no matter where the job will be done. 

Th*» government's new policy shows in the fact 
that all Canadian yards will be asked to bid on two 
tidal survey ships, one of which will be based in the 
east and the other in the west. ... 

Uxnl shipbuilders say that if there is to be no 
regional bidding, then the west coast will get no fur¬ 
ther federal government orders. They urge that the 
old policy of building ships on the coast where they 
will work should be continued. 

While, as custodiaas of the public purse. Ottawa 
may have a point—debatable though it Is—the prin¬ 
ciple of accepting the lowest bid no matter the cir¬ 
cumstances is not a universal Ottawa application.

growths on the stems — and leal 
miners within the tissues of the leaves. 

One of the new systemic insec¬ 
ticides available this year is Cygon J-E. 
put out by Cyanamid of Canada. This 
liquid comes with an applicator in the 
bottle, something like the swab with 
which old-fashioned liquid shoe polish 
was applied, and the chemical is 
swabbed on the stems of the rose 
plants and Is absorbed through the 
bark and Into the sap. Cygon 2-E la 
recommended, too, for the protection 
of birches and lilacs against mining or 
tunnelling caterpillars. 

The Green Cross people have what 
they call Flower and Ornamental 
Spray which contains a systemio 
insecticide as one of its ingredients, 
also Gardol Rose Spray, similar but 
with the addiUun of fungicides to control 
mildew and black spot. These prepara¬ 
tions are applied to the foliage with a 
sprayer. 

* * * 

Newest sample to reach me Is Pro- 
texall. put out by the Bayer people and 
distributed in Canada by Plant Products 
Co.. Toronto. This la a granular product 
which is scratched into the ground 
around the plant and watered in. and 
is taken up by the roots and into the 
sap. rendering all parts of the plant 
poisonous to all sucking insects. It is 
claimed that one application will protect 
a plant for a month to six weeks. 


conditions are favorable. Aphids are 
quite vulnerable to the right kind of 
spray or dust and treatment should be 
started on a regular basis as soun as the 
creatures are noticed and repeated 
every few days, as new hatches are 
bom. Even if you succeed in killing 
every single aphid on your bushes, 
winged generations of greenfly will 
arrive from weeds and from unsprayed 
plants, and are often transferred from 
one plant to another by ants.

The .ruse is unquestionably the queen 
of flowers and her virtues are so out¬ 
standing that no garden can be con¬ 
sidered properly furnished without at 
least a couple of si«ecimens. Trouble is, 
she is just as popular with the bugs 
as she is with the gardeners, and the 
rose-growing season is one long unend¬ 
ing battle against Insect pests. 

The greenfly or aphid takes top 
priority from now until early autumn. 
These plant lice are always found on 
the upper part of the bush, sucking 
the sap from the succulent young shoot 
tips, flower stems and green buds, and 
unless kept under control, you will have 
weak growth, distorted flowers, and a 
complete loss of many flower buds.

Thrips aqamore difficult to control 
with sprays od dusts as their favorite 
habitat is INSIDE a rose bud, where 
surface poisons cannot reach them. 

While in past years it has always 
been standard procedure to spray or 
dust the roses once a week to keep 
these and other pests under control, 
things are getting easier for the home 
gardener with the coming of systemio 
insecticides. This is a new concept in 
pest control, in which a chemical is 
used which is absorbed into the plant's 
system, rendering Its sap and leaves 
poisonous to all insects that feed upon 
them. 

Such insecticides, because they are 
INSIDE the plant, are not washed off 
by hose or rain and continue to work 
very much longer than conventional 
sprays and dusts. Also, they reach 
thrips Inside to flower buds, grubs inside 
rose galls — those prickly swellings or 


Another bad actor is the thhp, a 
sap-sucking insect so small that its 
presence is seldom suspected until 
actual plant damage Is seen. These tiny 
creature*, hardly any bigger than 
specks of dust, delight in finding their 
way into unopened flower buds, and 
whenever you have rose buds that 
stublxjraly refute to open, you can 
chalk up thrips as your No. 1 suspect 
Spring and early summer are the 
peak periods for aphid and thrtp 
activity. Hot weather encourages rapid 
and prolific breeding, and both these 
bugs increase at a prodigious rate when

The ruse to unquestionably the queen 
of flowers and her virtues are so out¬ 
standing that no garden can be con¬ 
sidered properly fumishet^sathout at- 
least a couple of specimens.

The greenfly or aphid takes top 
priority from now until early autumn. 
These plant lice are always found on 
the upper part of the bush, sucking 
the sap from the succulent young shoot 
tips, flower stems and green buds, and 
unless kept under control, you will have 
weak growth, distorted flowers, and a 
complete kiss of many flower buds. 

* * * 

Another bad actor to the thrip, a 
sap-sucking insect so small that its 
presence to seldom suspected until 
actual plant damage is seen. These tiny 
creatures, hardly any bigger than 
specks of dust, delight in finding their 
way into unopened flower buds, and 
whenever you have rose buds that 
stubbornly refuse to open, you can 
chalk up drips as your No. 1 suspect 

Spring and early summer are the 
peak periods for aphid and ttfrip 
activity. Hot weather encourages rapid 
and prolific breeding, and both these 
hugs increase at a prodigious rate when 
. to' 


conditions are favorable. Aphids are 
quite ■ vulnerable to the right kind of 
spray or dust and treatment should be 
started on a regular basis as soon as the 
creatures are noticed and repeated 
every few days, as new hatches are 
born. Even if you succeed in killing 
every single aphid on your bushes, 
winged generation* of greenfly will 
arrive from weeds and from unsprayed 
plants, and are often transferred from 
one plant to another by ants. 

* * * 

Thrips are mare difficult to control 
with sprays or dusts as their favorite 
habitat to INSIDE a roae bud, where 
surface poisons cannot reach them. 

While in past years it has always 
been standard procedure to spray or 
dust the roses once a week to keep 
these and other pests under control, 
things are getting easier for the home 
gardener with the coining of systemio 
insecticides. This to a new concept in 
pest control, in which a chemical to 
used which is absorbed into the plant's 
system, rendering Its sap and leaves 
poisonous to all Insects that feed upon 
them. 

Such insecticides, because they are 
INSIDE the plant, are not washed off 
by hose or rain and continue to work 
very much longer than conventional 
sprays and dusts. Also, they reach 
thrips Inside to flower buds, grubs inside 
rose galls — those prickly swellings or 


growths on the stems —’ and leaf 
miners within the tissues of the leaves. 

One of the new systemic insec¬ 
ticides available this year is Cygun 2-E, 
put out by Cyanamid of Canada. This 
liquid conies with an applicator in the 
bottle, something like the swab with 
which old-fashioned liquid shoe polish 
was applied, and the chemical is 
swabbed on the stems of the roae 
plants and to absorbed through the 
bark and into the sap. Cygon 3-E is 
Recommended, too, for the protection 
of birches and lilacs against mining or 
tunnelling caterpillars. 

The Green Cross people have what 
they call Flower and Ornamental 
Spray which contains a systemio 
insecticide as one of its ingredients, 
also Grtrdol Rose Spray, similar but 
wlth ihe addition of fungicides to control 
mildew and black spot These prepara¬
